Present for Prince Henry,
ST. LOUIS. Feb. 21. The solid gold and

ilver casket which will be presented as
C souvenir to I'rincc Henry of Prussia by
SXayor Wells will b finlshe.1 within a day
or two. It will be eighteen' inches long,
four and a haß Inched high and four and
a half Inches from front to back. The ma-

terial U of solid silver and gold, with deco-
rations in full relief richly cut by hand in
eolld metal and enameled.

troverting what it terms "the distortion
of the actual facts by the German press.'
The paper disclaims any Intention of at-
tempting to mar the reception to be ten-
dered Prince Henry, but declares that both
Englishmen and Americans "see through
Germany's game" and refuse to be misled
by the "Inspired" attempts to undermine
their mutual friendship and understanding.
"A fact which will be written down by the
historian." says the Spectator, "is as well
iecognized to-da- y as it will ever be. That
Is that England used her Influence, and the
Americans know she used it. on th side of
the United States as against those who
wished to take the side of Spain. A test
of the attitude toward America during the
war displayed by England and Germany,
respectively, is found in the respective at-
titudes of the English and German squad-
rons toward Admiral Dewey in Manila Lay.
The Germans nearly fired on the Amer
icans. If they had done so the Lngllsn
would have acted on tho American side."

The Outlook treats the matter lightly.
It savs Emneror William "now. as in
China, used Prince Henry as a bait for the
German hook. Neither Prince Henry nor
his astute brother, the Emperor, will ever
succeed in weakening the substantial
grounds on which Anglo-Americ- an co
operation now rests." In the same connec
tion the Outlook expresses great satisfac-
tion at Secretary Hay's note to Russia
and commends it as a strong document.
"which rains additional force from its
desplsal of old-fashion- ed diplomacy.'

The Saturday Review, on the other nana,
pursues Its customary anti-Americ- an course
and roundly abuses the government for
being drawn into this fresh "humiliating
position," and denominates the whole con-
troversy as an "international slanging
match."

The Saturday Review declares that the
disclosure?! blacken the memory of the late
President McKinley, as they show he fol-
lowed Rismarck's policy without Ris-marc- k's

excuse, and that he willfully sup-
pressed Spain's final capitulation in order
to precipitate war, when he might manfully
have stood out against the popular clamor
and secured peace.

AMERICANS AM) GERMANS.

Speech by Ambnuxndor White at a
Wiiftlilngtntt Rirthday Hann.net.

BERLIN, Feb. 21. Andrew D. White, the
American ambassador here, presiding to-

night at an assemblage of 200 Americans
who celebrated Washington's birthday at
the Kaiserhof by a musical entertainment,
followed by a supper and a dance, said,
in an address:

"Sundry writers on this side of the At-

lantic have been especially eloquent in de-

nouncing the general hatred of Germany
and the Germans which they insist obtains
in the United States. Much has been said
of 'Deutschen hetze (German baiting),
and this has been placed In such a lurid
light that one could almost believe that
on the appearance of one of our German-America- n

fellow-citize- ns upon the streets
of an American city the citizens of Amer-
ican birth were ready to cry havoc and let
loose on him the dos of war.

"It has been rny duty for live years to
read, with considerable conscientiousness,
a number of the foremost American news-
papers representing the riominent thought
In various parts of the Union, and 1 can
most truthfully say that I have failed to
find the (slightest trace of such 'Ueutcher
he :e.' I did not discover anything like
hatred or a persecuting spirit towards the
German-America- ns on the American con-
tinent. Even if there were no other rea-
sons, the Americans are too busy and too
good natured for an amusement of that
kind.

"On tho other side it has been Insisted
by mora or less well-meani- ng people in the
United States that a dark cloud between
the two countries really exists, and that
in the times of which ancient historj' makes
mention, and especially during our Spanish
war, the German government was some-
what hostile to the United States, or in
some manner which nobody seems to be
able to give with precision, the Ger-
man government did something which
It ought not to have done. To
this answer has been made, if 1 may be
allowed here to refer to it by myself, as
one competent to express opinion on the
subject, with the declaration that the con-
duct of the German government towards
us during the Spanish war was excellent.
The German government observed a strict
neutrality and showed no unfriendly spirit.
From first to last it. never made any sug-
gestions or proposals that embarrassed U3
in the slightest degree. In fact, the con-
duct of the German government was all
that we could desire it to be.

"Some self-constitut- ed guardians of the
welfare of the United States have insisted
that. If notthelmperialgovernment.lt was
the honored and revered sovereign of the
empire who spread this cloud over the re-
lations of the two nations by promoting,
er If not promoting, by joining in a league
to intervene to stop th war. On this ac-
count various people have really made
'themselves very unhappy. Now, however,
within a fortnight all this has been cleared
away and it has been shown beyond a
doubt that the revered and beloved sover-
eign of this country refused to take part
In anything which could be construed as
interference in the contest, and refused in
such a manner as to show that he respect-
ed the motives and appreciated the feelings
of the American government."

"To-nlgh- t. even at this very moment,
other exhibitions of the good feeling be-
tween the German and American govern-
ments are taking place. Thanks to wire-
less telegraphy messages of hearty good
will are Hashing to and from the Kron-
prinz Wilhelm, which bears the honored
representative of the Emperor to our
shores. These messages go to all parts
of our country; they also come from all
parts of the country, for the mission of our
royal guest is clearly seen to be one ofpeace and kindness.

"It Is sometimes said that missions and
demonstrations like the one now beginning
in America accomplish noticing, for the
reason that they settle no really Important
Questions. An assertion like this betrays a
very narrow view of public affairs on the
part of any person making it. It Is doubt-
less true that such demonstrations do not
directly settle pending questions between
nations, but it is none the less true that
such demonstrations, hearty and kindly,
and arousing a better feeling in both na-
tions, are powerful in creating an atmos-
phere In which the pending questions are
more easily settled.

"We have every reason then, this evening,
to rejoice at this restored reign of good
will. As to the clouds of myth and legend
hanging over the relations of the two
countries we have every reason to hope
they have passed awaj. Certainly this eve
of Washington's birthday may well be cele-
brated joyfully."

French Jeulnn'.
BERLIN, Feb. 21. The rereated attempts

made by rival countries to give some
sinister aspect to the visit of Admiral
Prince Henry of Prussia to the United
States create amusement and ridicule here.
The latest Is contained in a Figaro dispatch
from London, representing Emperor Wil-
liam as being displeased with the bearing
of th American naval ofheers, and that
therefore lie has given orders to make the
visit as German-America- n as possible. Tho
otllclals hero say this is absurdly false, and
that Germany, cn tho contrary, is delight-
ed with the attitude of the American naval
otllcers.

OC IN THE EAST YESTERDAY.

TeleKraph, Telephone, Trolley and
Electric Lieht Wire Ilroken by

Too Heavy a Load of Ice

WASHINGTON A SUFEERER

CUT OFF FROM THE REMAINDER OF
THE COUNTRY LAST NIGHT.

Communication Finally Heitored Over
Uncertain Line by Way of Atlanta

and Other Southern Point.

NEW YORK. Feb. 21. Snow, followed by
rain and sleet, to-da- y created in this city
and vicinity the most disagreeable weather
conditions known in many years. During
the early hours of the day heavy, wet
snow fell in huge flakes. This condition pre-

vailed for several hours. Shortly after noon
the snow turned into a steady drizzle of
rain that continued with intermittent pe-

riods of sleet all afternoon and far into the
night. Much of the snow that was left
from the recent blizzard was quickly con-

verted Into slush, and to-nig- ht the streets
are inches, deep. The sidewalks throughout
the city were govered, and the crossings
were almost Impassable. The work of the
street cleaning department was undone,
and the city's streets are In a worse condi-
tion than before thousands of snow shov-tle- rs

went to work after the blizzard.
During the evening the temperature

dropped nough to turn the downpour of
rain into a coating of Ice on buildings and
trees. In Ctitral Park the big trees creaked
under the weight of thick ice. Many
branches fell. This condition prevailed
throughout other parks In the city.

Tralric on the Rrooklyn bridge was al-

most at a standstill. Heavy trucks could
scarcely be moved, even when four stout
horses to each did their best to get a foot-

hold on the slippery roadway. Street-ca- r

traffic everywhere was much interrupted,
but the greatest difficulty was experienced
on cross-tow- n horse-ca- r lines. Four horses
w;ere attached to all of these cars and had
hard work getting along.

The wires of the fire department were re-

ported to be working all right, but the po-

lice telegraph In some parts of the city
was interrupted.

Fifth avenue was a sheet of ice. It was
tarly deserted by carriages, and by mid-
night nothing save an occasional automo-
bile was to be seen on the thoroughfare.
In Broadway, after tho theaters closed,
the scene was one of great confusion. Cabs
and carriages drawn up in front of the
theaters were-handle- only with great dif-
ficulty. Many horses fell. Automobiles
had less trouble than the carriages, al-
though they were hard to handle.

Many electric-ligh- t wires were broken
by the weight of the coating of ice, and
many others hung low. On Fifth avenue
the sidewalk along Central Park, where
the trees overhang It. was almost Impass
able owing to the branches, which were J
Lent almost to the earth.

Jersey City was hit hard, and by 10

o'clock in the evening the city practically
was in darkness, and there was every Indi-
cation that the electric service, which is
wholly overhead, will be entirely out of or-

der by morning. Electric wires were down
in every part of the city. The fire-alar- m

system was crippled and tho police wires
are in bad shape. Trolley cars ceased run-
ning entirely late In the evening.

At Communipjiw and Woodward avenues
a high-pow- er wire fell across the backs of a
team of horses drawing an express wagon.
Roth horses were killed and the driver was
badly shocked. All the trains in and out
of Jersey City were behind time. The de-
parting trains were delayed by the ferry
boats, which consumed thrice the usual
time in crossing the North river. At New-
ark the streets were ankle deep in slush.
In the lower section the sewers became
clogged, the streets were soon overflowed
and the water backed into cellars. Fortu-
nately the electric-ligh- t and trolley wires
were not prostrated.

South and west of New York telegraph
and telephone wires were prostrated early
in the afternoon, and although conditions
Improved somewhat between New York and
Chicago late in the evening, communication
by wire with Philadelphia and Baltimore
was cut off absolutely. Slow communica-
tion was restored with Washington, D. C,
by way of Atlanta.

The sleet and rain freezing' on the wires
wrought havoc with the telegraph lines
out of this city. This is an ordinary result
of sleetstorms, and while no particular
damage was reported from any quarter,
communication was simply cut off. The
only way in which messages could be trans-
mitted to the South was by the way of the
Buffalo route to Chicago, thence back. The
storm probably wrought more havoc with
the telegraph lines in this section than
any In ten years.

All the streets In Harlem were flooded
to-nig- ht, and in many instances the water
flowed Into the basements of houses. The
jam at the Manhattan entrance of the
Brooklyn bridge was probably the worst
on record, but no one was reported injured.
In other sections of the city reports were
numerous of persons injured by falls, most
of the victims sustaining broken limbs.

WASHINGTON CUT OFF.

No Direct Communication ivltli the
Remainder of the Country.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 21.- -A severe sleet-
storm struck Washington to-da- y, and to-

night the national capital is absolutely
cut off from all telegraphic or telephone
communication north of Baltimore and Is
compelled to depend on uncertain wires
to Richmond and Atlanta for reaching the
country at large. Aside from damage to
wires, however, the storm did no injury,
the sleet not being heavy enough to do
much harm to trees. The storm came from
the south, and in traveling north the rain
turned into snow and sleet as It struck the
colder latitudes. It is said at the Weather
Bureau that It will reach the New England
coast Saturday morning and will make it
necessary for shipping to lie by. Clearing
weather Is expected In Washington and
vicinity w. Trains on all railroads
entering Washington are from two to three
hours late.

OBITUARY.

Henry Miller Pierce, IX. I)., Scientist
and Founder of an Industrial Town.
NEW YORK, Feb. 21. Henry Miller

Pierce, LL D., is dead at Ocala, Fla., says
a dispatch from Rochester to the Tribune.
He was well knwon as a scientist, and
served for thirteen years as president of
Rutgers Female College, to which position
he was elected, at the age of twenty-nin- e.

In 1SS7 he founded the Industrial town of
West Nahville. Tenn. Lr Pierce was a
lineal descendant of Dr. Harvey, who 1s
credited with discovering the circulation
of the blood in the human system.

Other Deaths.
CINCINNATI, Feb. 21. Richard B. Field,

of this city, formerly of Providence, R. I.,
died here to-d- ay in his ninetieth year. Mr.
Field was one of Cincinnati's pioneer busi-
ness men, having been actively in the bank-
ing business from 1S37 till IMiS. During the
civil war he was a large contractor for
"hard tack." He was the last survivor of
the founders of the Unitarian Church In
this city.

NORFOLK. Va.. Feb. VI. Col. L. D.
Starke, en eminent lawy.-r-. died here to-
night at the age of seventy-si- x ytars. He
was colonel in the Confederate army at
Cape Hatte-ras-, was a prominent journalist

just after the war, and at the time of his
death was president of the Norfolk Land-
mark Publishing Company.

LONDON, Ont.. Feb. 21. - Richard Mau-
rice Bucker. superintendent of the asylum
here, well known as an insanity exptrt and
as the lifelong friend and literary executor
of Walt Whitman, the poet, is dead from
concussion of the brain, brought on by a
fall on the Ice.

TOPEKA. Kan., Feb. St. Rev. Calvin
Holman. one of the pioneer preachers of
Methodism, is dead at his home in this city,
aged eighty-fiv- e years. He had been a
Methodist minister for sixty years, fifty
years of which were spent in active service.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 21.-- Mr. James
Smith Lithgow, former mayor of Louis-
ville and president of the Lithgow Stove
Manufacturing Company, died here this
morning of old age. He was born in Pitts-
burg, Pa., in lbl2.

BALTIMORE. Feb. 21. Bishop James A.
Latane, of the Reformed Episcopal Church,
died to-nig- ht. The cause of death was
pneumonia. Interment will be in Holly-
wood Cemetery, Richmond, Va.

LEFT IN A SNOWSTORM

UNEXPECTED E.XOIUS OF THE
HOOSEVELTS FR03I GUOTOX.

President' Wife, Daughter and Sick
Son En Route to Washington

The Hoy Well Protected.

GROTON, Mass., Feb. tt. Theodore
Roosevelt, jr., who has been ill with pneu-
monia for two weeks in the Groton School
Infirmary, Is bound for Washington to-

night. Bundled to his eyes with blankets,
he was taken in a covered sleigh from the
infirmary to the special train which had
been in readiness at the Groton station for
several days. He was accompanied by Mrs.
Roosevelt and Dr. P. M. Rlxey, while in
another conveyance was Mis Roosevelt.
A light snow was falling at the time. The
departure of the party was so unexpected
that not a dozen persons were on the sta-
tion platform when the train pulled out.
The arrangements for the departure were
identical with those made for President
Roosevelt's return trip to Washington. The
party occupied the private car Convoy,
and the intention was to have it taken
through to Providence and there attached
to the Federal express.

The decision to take young Roosevelt to
Washington was made during luncheon al
1 o'clock. Dr. Warren, the school physi-
cian, all the morning had been opposed to
a change of the patient at this time and
under the threatening weather conditions.
